Today the President will 
com plete a round of talks with British P rim e M inister 
Harold Wilson. 


Crises Predicted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 'By mid-1976. if som ething isn’t 
done, we will have one of the most serious food crises that 
this country has ever known,” Sonny Covill predicts. Covill, 
who has been farm ing for 28 years around Burgaw, N.C.. 
delivered his warning at the annual m eeting of the Consumer 
Federation of America. He said high consum er prices for 
food are only the beginning. Corporate control over food 
from farm to shelf is increasing, and operating costs are 
driving m ore farm ers off the land. Study panels and dinner 
speeches at the m eeting are exploring ways the average 
buyer can beat the food distribution system . 


Gutter Talk Course 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N.J. (U PI) - A crash course given at 
R utgers University is designed to rid m edical students of 
sexual prejudice and ignorance and give them the insight to 
help patients. The lecturers talk in gutter term s about every 
form of sex, because as the chairm an of com m unity 
m edicine at Rutgers said, “ Very often, patients blurt out 
their sexual problem s to doctors —and doctors are m ost 
unprepared to deal with them .” He said. “We use the v er­ 
nacular —dirty language —because scientific term s, which 
m ay 
be m ore accurate, 
are cold,

Police are concerned, because the 
slasher went outside the Skid Row area to kill his latest 
victim W ednesday night. The killer “ m ay strike any tim e 
and any place now,” a police spokesm an said. 


Exemption Asked 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — Rep. Lane Denton. D-Waco, has 
introduced a bill to exem pt any person or corporation who 
buys or sells solar energy devices from sales tax. Cor­ 
porations would be exem pt from franchise taxes if engaged 
in m anufacturing, selling or installing solar energy devices, 
or if they purchased such devices to produce energy. 
“ If we are to expect hom eowners and business in this state 
to convert from environm entally expensive energy sources 
to clean energy sources such as solar energy, we m ust offer 
an incentive such as I have proposed in this bill,” Denton 
said Thursday.

counties since they did not 
have enough population or 
caseload to justify one judge 
for each county. Therefore, 
one judge would travel 
around, from one county to 
the next in sort of a circuit 
type set up. Then as counties 
became more populous as 
did Grayson, a court was 
created for just that county 
which was the 15th District 
Court. At the time the 15th 
was created, Collin County 
did 
not 
have 
enough 
population 
to 
support 
an 
entire district court, so they 


kept 
the 59th jurisdiction 
divided part in Collin and 
part in Grayson Due to the 
fact Grayson later had a 
district court, the judge of 
the 59th 
stayed more 
in 
Collin. 
"This is one of the main 
reasons there were many 
judges from McKinney who 
held the position in the 59th. 
for example Judge Dowdy 
and Judge Wilcox. 
199th Court 
"Of course now that Collin 
County has had a distiict 
court 
created for it, 
the 
199th, 
this 
court 
takes 
precedent over the 59th 
I 
would suppose as fast as 
Collin County is growing that 
one of these times they will 
probably want another court 
for Collin County. 
" I think that the 59th is 
still effective as a swing 
court because of course 
Judge Vaughn in Grayson is 
heavily ladened with just 
domestic cases in the 15th. 
That is why Judge Brown 
took over the criminal cases 
because Judge Vaughn just 
could not handle the court 
load of both. Judge Brown 
therefore took over the trial 
of these crim inal cases 
which eventually caused his 
problems. 
‘‘The 
law yers 
were 
com plaining 
that 
they 
couldn’t get their cases tried 
and the jails got full, so 
Judge Brown took over the 
criminal cases. That is what 
eventually 
caused 
his 
problems. 
County Court 
" I am not very familiar 
with the county court-at-law 
situation, 
but 
Grayson 
County has one right now. I 
know Judge Ryan does not 
favor one, however. I also 
know that many lawyers feel 
they need one. 
"At one time our county 
court had a back log of some 


2,500 cases and that s a lot 
for a full time judge to have 
pending. In this case, the 
Judge was practicing law on 
the side and this does not 
work out well at all I would 
strongly suggest that 
if 
Collin County does have a 
county 
court 
that 
they 
preclude 
the 
judge 
from

practice.
